TEE REMOVAL ]?<j\\'8R OF TIIR 


PRESIDES*. 


There seems to bo a doubt in the minds 


of many democrats and civil service re- 
formers as to what effect tho tenure of 
office act of 18P7 would have upon Presi 
dent Cleveland in his attempts to make 
removals Irons office ufter tho -1th of 
March, and before the terms, tor which 
officers 
have 
been 
• commissioned 


have expired. To draw from a noted 
constitutional lawyer an opinion- on the 
question, some one wrote to Mr. George 
Tichnor Curtis to explain tho president's 
power of removal. 


This matter could not be delayed much 


longer, aa the hunger aud thirst of tbe 
democrats for office were growing more 
intense than ever. They want tho offices 
now, or just as soon aftertho-lth of March 
aa theneiv president can chop off ofllcial 
heads and put now ones on. Mr. Curtis 
says that during a reooss of tho senate, 
the president may suspend any officer 
who holds his place subject to removal, 
tbe name of a successor to bo sent to tbe 
senate within thirty days after its reas- 
sembling. It rejected the-president may 
send in one name after another until one 
is confirmed. 
JBut iu no case is tho sus- 


pended ofSoor reinstated. In other words, 
suspension under tbe terms of tho ten- 
ure of office act and its amendment is 
equivalent to the old time removal. 


It tbe senate refuses to confirm any 


name sent by the' president, tho office 
simply remains in abeyance until so filled 
and the powers and duties incident to it 
are to bo exorcised in tho meantime by 
such other officer as may by law exercise 
iiom in oaso of 8 vacancy in the office. 
The conclusion is that while tho senate 
may refuse to confirm the president's 
nominations, it canuot prevent him from 
exercising tho power of removal iuher 
at iu his office. Ho may bo prevented 
rom putting his friends in, but uot from 
emoving his opponents. 
According to Mr. Curtis, if the senate 
rill not agroo to any appointment tlio 
iresident may make to fill the pluce, the 
office will be in abeyance, and its duties 
under the law must be performed witb- 
oat fees, salary or emolument .by fuich 
other officer as may by Jaw exorcise such 
powers iu case of » vacancy in the office.
